Many Chinese bandits in the service of 
the Japanese are going to Mongolia, which 
fact is regarded as indicating that they are 
not being paid. 

The Japanese are changing the arrafge- 
ment of their brigades, regiments, and di- 
visions, which makes it more difficult to 
utilize information brought to the Russian 
headquarters by prisoners and deserters; 
but the strength of the Japanese remains 
about the same. 

There was only occasional cannonading 
on the front to-day. 


HERO OF KEEK-WAN FORT. 


All Japan Ringing with Praise of Gen. 
Samejima—Seventy Officers Lost. 


TCKIO, Dec. 20.—All Japan is to-day 
ringing with praises of Gen. Samejima as 
the hero of the assault on Keek-Wan 
Mountain Fort. It is conceded that his 
heroism inspired his men and turned a 
threatened disaster into a splendid victory. 
Gen. Samejima is an old Samurai veteran 
of the war of the restoration and the Sat- 
suma rebellion. He is gray haired and 
bent, but is wiry and active. He is an 
engineer, and was formerly a garrison com- 
mander. He is Japan’s specialist in forti- 
fications, and was called to Port Arthur 
to superintend the siege works. He was 
not assigned to an active command, and it 
is supposed here that Gen, Samejima re- 
placed Gen. Tsuchiya as division com- 
mander. 

Imperial Headquarters to-day published 
@ list of 26 officers killed and 44 wounded, 
presumably during the recent attacks “on 
a certain fortress.”’ 

Observations taken at Port Arthur to- 
day showed the Russian battleship Se- 
vastopol to be listing ten degrees, probably 
as a result of the last Japanese torpedo 
attacks, 


CAPTURED ON BRITISH SHIPS. 


Japanese Find Russian Naval Officers on 
Two Seized Steamers. 


TOKIO, Dec. 20.—The Japanese protected 
cruiser Tsushima seized the British steamer 
Nigretia, bound for Vladivostok, off Ul- 
san, Korea, yesterday. An examination of 
the Nigretia’s cargo showed she had a 
large quantity of contraband of war on 
board. It is also reported that she had 
on board officers and men of Russian tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers, who had escaped from 
internment at Shanghai, and were attempt- 
ing to regain the Russian lines. 

The Nigretia was sent to Sasebo for 
trial before the Prize Court. 

The British steamer King Arthur was 
captured while attempting to leave Port 
Arthur yesterday by the Japanese guard- 
ship Asagiri. It is understood that the 


King Arthur took supplies to Port Arthur. , 


She had on board Russian naval officers, 
who were attempting to join the Russian 
Second Pacific Squadron. 

The King Arthur also was taken to Sase- 
bo for trial. 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 20.—There appears to 
be no doubt that the commander of the 
Russian torpedo-boat destroyer Grozovoi, 
who has been interned here since his ves- 
sel 
Russian and Japanese fleets off Port Ar- 
thur on Aug. 10, took passage on the steam- 
er Nigretia, bound for Vladivostok. The 
commander carried 
documents. 


It was reported from Shanghai on Sunday 
that Commander Pelem and part of the 
crew of the Russian torpedo-boat destroyer 
Rastoropny, which was recently sunk at 
Che-Foo, had sailed for Vladivostok on the 
Nigretia. The Nigretia is a vessel of 1,530 
tons, and trades in Far Eastern waters. 
She belongs to Allan & Co. of Leith, Scot-

The King Arthur is of 1,047 tons, and is 
owned by the Bombay and Persian Steam 
Navigation Company of Bombay. She 
trades between India and China, Japan, &c.

bonds would probably be sold here and 
that there might even be a public offering 
of ‘the bonds as was done in the case of 
the two recent Japanese loans, which were 
placed half here and half in Europe. The 
amount of the new Russian loan, as al- 
ready announced, will be $260,000,000, and 
it was said yesterday that perhaps $35,000, - 
000 of this amount might be placed in this 
country. 

This loan was to have. been brought 
out in January next, but it is learned that 
the date of issue will be postponea proba- 
bly until the middle of February, s0 
that even if a syndicate is formed here to 
take some of the bonds, it would not be 
likely that any official announcement of 
the fact would be made for some time to 
come. It will be recalled that a certain 
amount of the previous Russian loan was 


taken in this country on direct subscrip- | 


tion, principally by banks and insurance 
companies. It was stated at the time that 
about $5,000,000 of the bonds were purchased 
in New York, but it is said now that the 
amount was probably double that. If the 
terms of the new loan, when finally an- 
nounced, prove attractive, it is thought 
that the great ease in the New York money 
market would make many investors fav- 
orably disposed. It is estimated that the 
insurance companies would take about $15,- 
000,000, various banking institutions about 
$10,000,000, and it is thought that $10,000,- 
000 more might be placed with private in- 
vestors. The chances are, however, that, 
as in the previous case, whatever part of 
the Russian loan taken here will be 
placed at private subscription rather than 
through a public offering of the bonds. 
The placing of a large block of the Rus- 
sian bonds in this market would probably 
result in further loss of gold to Europe. It 
is probable that, to some extent at least, 
the recent shipments of gold to Europe 
have been due to the preparations being 
made there for the flotation of the two- 
hundred-and-sixty-million-dollar Russian 
bond issue and this outflow of gold would 
probably be accelerated by the sale in this 
market of a round lot of the bonds.

BROOK HAVEN, Miss., Dec. 20.—Lincoin 
County Whitecappers, in the cases that 
have attracted attention all over the coun- 
try, lined up in the Cireuit Court to-day and 
received sentence from Judge Wilkinson, 
whose severity :urprised the whole of Mis- 
sissippi. The Judge imposed one life sen- 
tence, five of fifty years, one of twenty- 
five, and several of twenty years’ impris- 
onment.

Dwight Braman, who was receiver for the 
Bay State Gas Company in 1896 and one of 
the’ two men mentioned by Mr. Lawson as 
having got the money from New York, said 
yesterday: 

“I was appointed a receiver of the Bay 
State Gas Company in 1896 at the request 
of attorneys representing William Buch- 
anan, among whom were United States 
Senator Higgins, Roger Foster, and Fred- 
eric E. Snow or Boston. 

“As a result of that receivership J. Ed- 
ward Addicks was kept out of the United 
States Senate, and it has kept him out ever 
since, for the reason that the receivership 
tied up the securities of the Bay State Gas 
Company in such a way that he could not 
use them to buy votes. 

, “When I was made receiver the shares 
‘of the company were selling at 6. When 

I was discharged their price had advanced 

to 28, while the bonds had advanced from 
* 65 to 85. 

“Concerning my discharge as receiver 

I would say that in the absence of any 

intervening petitioners, and owing to the 
’ fact that I was unable to get visible as- 


sets, I agreed to a discharge when Mr. 
Foster told me that he had an_ excellent 
. opportunity to settle the case for his client. 
. Mr. Lawson's statement not only affects 
-my ewn standing, but that of President 
McCauley of the Ld ommongg 9g Savings Bank, 
who was my coreceiver. r. Lawson’s story 
«as to how the money was paid over is 
amazing. I never saw, or spoke to, or 
knew by sight H. H. Rogers until last 
Summer, when I met him as a fellow- 
member of the New York Yacht Club. 

“The money was paid to the attorneys 
for Buchanan, in the law office of Judge 
Grey, then United States Senator from 
Delaware. My recollection is pretty clear 
on this point, that the money was brought 
to Wilmington by a representative of Moore 

_ & Schley. That representative was E. R. 
Chapman. The amount paid oyer was $125,- 
000, of which $40,000 went to the attorneys 
and $30,000 went to the receivers. The bal- 

. ance of $55,000 went to Buchanan. In addi- 
tion the firm of Lawson, Weidenfeld & Co. 

ave their note for $50,000, which was 
ater settled for $25,000. 

“Mr. Lawson did not tell that. Nor did 
he tell how the capital of Bay State Gas 
was increased to 6,250,000 shares, and how 
they sold down from $28 to 20 cents a share, 
nor how the stock was finally kicked off 
the New York Stock Exchange.

It was expected that Admiral Davis would 
land at Dover from the Finland and cross 
over to Calais, arriving here a few hours 
before the reception, but his determination 
to go on to Antwerp postponed his arrival 
until to-morrow. He telegraphed to the 
Embassy that he would reach Paris 
Wednesday afternoon. In the meantime 
arrangements. were completed for M, Lou- 
bet’s reception and Foreign Minister Del- 
cassé’s breakfast to-day, but the formal 
Opening of the sessions of the Commission 
has been postponed: until Thursday. 

Comment was heard in high quarters con- 
cerning the opening of*‘the formalities be- 
fore all the members of the Commission 
were here, Admiral Davis was not advised 
of the date it was necessary for him to be 
in Paris in order to arrive here on time. 
The date-was fixed’ after he was on the 
ocean. 

The reception of the Commission at the 
Elysee presented a brilliant scene. A guard 
of Colonial Infantry drawn up in the court 
of the palace saluted the Admirals. M. 
Loubet received: the Commission in the Au- 
dience Chamber, surrounded by naval cnd 
civil officials. ‘The Admirals and their 
staffs wore the showy uniforms of their 
various countries. The British and Rus- 
sian Admirals exchanged pleasant salu- 
tations. .Admiral Kaznakoff is a youthful 
Admiral, with keen face and of stocky build, 
Rear Admiral Sir Lewis A. Beaumont is 
venerable and tall, towering above his col- 
leagues. 

During the reception M. Loubet spoke to 
Admiral Beaumont of the happy interna- 
tional results following King Edward's 
visit to Paris, and expressed a wish that the 
King would make another visit to the 
French capital. 

After M. Loubet had welcomed the Com- 
mission there was a brief meeting of ine 
Council of Ministers. 

At M. Delcassé’s breakfast, owing to Ad- 
miral Davis’s absence his place on M. Del- 
cassé’s left was occupied by Baron Taube, 
the Russian Judicial Adviser to the Com- 
mission. On M. Delcassé’s right was Ad- 
miral Fournier, the French member of the 
Commission; on Mme. Delcassé’s right Ad- 
miral Kaznakoff, and on her left Admiral 
Beaumont. Covers were laid for twenty- 
eight persons, many French officials being 
present.

and Electrica] Subway Company, a Con- 
solidated Gas concern. The city has the 
power to compel the Consolidated Company 
to permit another company to come in and 
use its subways. The Ware resolution 
seeks to give the Manhattan and Bronx 
Company a twenty-five-year franchise to 
erect poles, construct ducts, subways, and 
eonduits, and to string wires throughout 
the two boroughs. The tirst section reads: 

Until further action of this board the wires, 
cables, and conductors of the Manhattan and 
Bronx Electrical Company shall be laid through 
the subways and ducts constructed or supplied 
by the Consolidated Telegraph and’ Electrical 
Subway Company, and space therein shall be 
leased to the Manhattan and Bronx Electrical 
Company, and if sufficient facilities are not 
promptly furnished by the Consolidated Com- 
pany then the wires, cables, and conduits of the 
Manhattan and Bronx Electrical Company shall 
be laid in such other subways and ducts as may 
be designated by the Commissioner of Water 
Supply, Gas, and Electricity. 

The compensation to the city is to be 
fixed by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, and in addition to the rental so 
fixed the company also is to give the city 3 
per cent. of its gross earnings annually. 
Alderman Ware's resolution was referred to 
a committee.

Policeman Joseph Lang of the Charles 
Street Station was arrested yesterday on an 
indictment for grand larceny and held in 
$5.000 bail for trial by Recorder Goff in 
General Sessions.

Woman Falls to Basement in Her Bed 
Unhurt—One Man’s Premoni- 
tion Saves Him. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 20.—Eight 
persons lost their lives early to-day in the 
Crocker Hotel through the falling of the 
high east wali of the O. H. Peck building, 
which was damaged by fire last Tuesday 
night. 

The high wind of last night loosened the 
bricks in the wall, and tons of brick and 
stones crashec down upon the roof of the 
three-story hotel next door. The roof was 
carried through to the basement, carrying 
death and injury before it. 

The dead are Hans Anderson and James 
Hamilton, livery stable employes; C. M. 
Kenyon, foreman in an oj] mill; William 
Lillyblade, a workman; Mrs. Jennie Mur- 
ray, cook; William Emmermon, laborer; 
William Bray, contractor, and Joseph Vio- 
let, coachman. Five persons were hurt, 
none fatally. 

There Was no warning of the disaster, 
and the fourteen persons who were sleep- 
ing in the various apartments were caught 
in the crushed structure. Some of those in- 
jured were in the Belmont Hotel, adjoining 
the Crocker, and were hurt by the debris 
that was forced through the wall separat- 
ing the two buildings. 

A passer-by who heard the crash prompt- 
ly turned in a fire alarm, and the depart- 
ment arrived in time to check an incipient 
blaze in the wreck. The firemen and po- 
licemen at once turned their attention to 
rescuing those stil alive and recovering the 
dead.

Labor unions in the building trades have

Still the 
flow of short-end wagers poured in, and 
at 8 o’clock the betting was at even money, 
which was the ruling price up to ring 
time.

Consusiting the Church encyclopedia the 
witness said Apostle Merrill has 45 children 
and 127 grandchildren. 

Witness Owen testified to swearing out 
an information for Apostle Heber J. Grant 
because of his holding out his polygamous 
relations in an address before a Utah 
seminary. Mr. Owen said Grant left the 
country and has not since returned. 

Action was begun by Mr. Owen 
against Angus M. Cannon for having plural 
wives. Mr. Cannon was convicted under 
this prosecution in September, 1899. Five 
persons in Sevier County and one in Box 
Elder Stake were convicted through the in- 
strumentality of Mr. Owen. 

Mr. Owen said cases were instituted 
against the late Lorenzo Snow, President 
of the Mormon Church; Joseph F. Smith, 
now President of the Church, and Brigham 
H. Roberts, who was elected a member of 
Congress, but denied his seat on account of 
his having plural wives. A warrant was 
denied in the first Roberts se- 
eured an acquittal by his case 
after conviction. 

Many instances of Mormon officials re- 
fusing to recognize informations charging 
polygamy were reported to the committee 
by the witness. The information in the 
Case against President Smith was sworn 
out during the past Summer, and was based 
©n admissions of polygamous cohabita- 
tions made before the Senate committee 
Since the opening of the Smoot investiga- 
tion. A Gentile County Attorney declined 
to prosecute, said the witness. 

The witness said he was approached when 
the Lorenzo Snow case was instituted, by 
Judge Bartch, a member of the Supreme 
bench of Utah, and urged to withdraw the 
prosecution, on the ground that it was ill- 
advised, President Snow being a very old 
man and one whose prosecution would 
arouse a great disturbance. Mr. Owen said 
he told Judge Bartch that President Snow 
then had in his house an infant child born 
to his ninth wife, and, being the head of 
the Church and one of the signers of the 
application for amnesty, his violations of 
the law were particularly offensive. 

B. B. Heywood, United States Marshal 
for Utah, testified that he had subpoenas 
for fourteen or more persons that he had 
mot been able to find. He gave the list, 
which included Apostles Heber J. Grant, 
John W. Taylor, and Cowley. All of these 
Persons were said by the witness to be re- 
puted polygamists. 

Marshal Heywood testified that polyga- 
mous marriages were numerous up to the 
time of the Edmunds-Tucker act, in 1887, 
@nd on cross-examination said practically 
no effort had been made to put a stop to 
these marriages. 

Mrs. Fannie C. Thurber,.a plural wife of 
Joseph Thurber, said she has four children 
and that her husband's first wife has eight 
children. Both wives live in Richfield, but 
im houses one block apart. The youngest 
epiid of the witness is two and a half years 
oid. 

Just’ before adjournment of the commit- 
tee opposing counsel engaged in a con- 
troversy over the admissibility of certain 
reference works as evidence of the doc- 
trines of the Mormon faith. No agree-

AMERICAN LUXURIES BAD 
FOR FILIPINO SOLDIERS 


Scouts Handicapped by Army Ra- 
tions and Clothing, Wood Says. 


BUSY YEAR FOR THE TROOPS 


Most of the Time Occupied in Quelling 
Armed Uprisings and Suppressing 
the Slave Trade. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The luxuries 
of American civilization extended to him 
through the solicitude of the American 
Government have not tended to increase 
the usefulness of the Filipino as a soldier, 
according to the annual report of Gen. 
Wood, commanding the Department of Min- 
danao, just made public by the War De- 
partment. In fact, his usefulness appears 
to have decreased in about the same ratio 
as the cost of keeping him has increased 
since his transference from Spanish rule. 

Prior to enlistment they lived principally 
on rice and fish, a diet which if they did 
not wax particularly fat upen it sustained 
them in pretty good physical condition. An 
inkling of the effect upon the scouts of 
the more generous and substantial fare pro- 
vided for them by Uncle Sam is gained 
from a remark of Gen. Wood, who says: 

“Jt is a question if we have not dimin- 
ished their capacity for the work they are 
supposed to be maintained for by the 
amount of equipment which we have given 
them and the rations furnished them.” 

He goes on to say that the shoes fur- 
nished are unsuitable for natives, and adds: 

“The scouts’ ability to do excellent 
marching barefoot should be improved and 
his feet kept in condition so to do. We 
have swathed and togged our tropical na- 
tive soldier, whose native clothes weighed 
only a few ounces and hung loosely on him, 
with all the clothing requirements of those 
for the temperate zone.” 

The General says that the troops of the 
department have been in the field a great 
portion of the year quelling armed upris- 
ings and preventing slave-trade and kin- 
dred abuses, and that in almost every in- 
stance actual fighting was initiated by the 
Moros. 4 

** Conditions among the Moros throughout 
the department are generally peaceful,’”’ he 
goes on. ‘“ The establishment of civil gov- 
ernment and the extension over them of 
certain laws and regulations have caused 
some excitement and at times. serious re- 
sistance, especially the law prohibiting slav- 
ery. In some sections active hostility has 
been engendered by our presence, especially 
in the Lake Lanao region, where almost 
constant murderous attacks on workingmen 
and soldiers were the rule until the effects 
of the recent expeditions to the Taraca 
side of the lake, combined with expeditions 
to other sections of the Lanao, were felt by 
the Moros. 

“In Jolo affairs are quiet. The prompt 
crushing of Hassan’s uprising has made a 
deep impression on the people, and the 
abrogation of the Bates agreement has 
done much io bring to an end the unfortu- 
nate conditions which existed under it.” 

Bato Ali’s party, it appears, is the only 
band of Moros now openly hostile, and it is 
small and is being followed by troops and 
scouts. Gen. Wood says it is believed there 
will not be any very serious resistance of 
authority by the Moros in the future, but 
there will be constant work of a police 
character requiring the use of troops and 
constabulary. 

The report shows that trials by general 
courts martial have diminished for enlisted 
men and increased for officers. 

Gen. Wood recommends encouragement 
of the islands’ local shipping interests, the 
use of a repeating shotgun loaded with 
buckshot and a .45 calibre revolver for out- 
post duty.

RIVER AND HARBOR ROW. 


Chairman Burton Would Rather Resign 
Than Kill the Bill. , 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Slow progress 
is being made on the River and Harbor bill. 
The strife between those who demand 
larger appropriations and those who de- 
mand retrenchment keeps up day after day, 
and it is now said that the bill will not be 
completed until Jan. 20. 

To-day the report was in circulation that 
an effort would be made in the Senate to 
kill the bill outright. It is said that the 
leaders of the House and of the Senate have 
been discussing a plan to put the River and 
Harbor bill out of the way and thus keep 
down appropriations without cutting the 


army and navy bills. Chairman Burton is 
said to have threatened to resign the Chair- 
manship of the committee before he would 
be a party to the plan. 

It is clear that some appropriation must 
give way or the reverfue be increased from 
some source. It is easier to kill a River and 
Harbor bill than almost anything else, and 
certainly easier than to put a tax on any 
Soeneenty now bearing any burden of tax- 
ation. 


Bill Aimed at Anarchists.

Connell of Pennsylvania has introduced a 
bili in the House which provides that no 
alien shall be admitted to citizenship who

Marble Bust of Gen. Kilpatrick Placed. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—A marble bust 
of Major Gen. Kilpatrick of civil war fame 
has been placed in the reception room of 
the Secretary of War. That action was 
taken with the approval of Secretary Taft 


; at the request of the widow of Gen. Kil- 


patrick, now residing at Lucerne, Switzer- 
land. The bust was made many years ago, 
and until now has been in the custody of 
the family. 


$22,000 FOR LIFE CRIPPLE. 


Jury Renders Verdict Against Elevated 
in McGovern Suit. 


The jury in the case of Bernard McGov- 
ern, who sued the Manhattan Elevated 
Railroad Company for $100,000 damages, 
brought in a verdict yesterday in McGov- 
ern’s favor for $22,000. McGovern was 
struck by a Third Avenue elevated railroad 
train while repairing the company’s track 
and his back broken. He was brought into 
the courtroom on a stretcher to give his 
testimony. 

Physicians testified that he would be com- 
peiied to remain on a cot or stretcher for 
the rest of his life.

BARGE CANAL PLANS. 


Electric Propulsion Not to be Considered 
for Existing Canals. 


Electric propulsion will be considered only 
in connection with the proposed barge 
canal by the State Legislative Commission 
appointed to investigate the subject, ac- 
cording to a decisison reached by a vote of 
9 to 4, at a meeting at the Murray Hill 
Hotel yesterday. The vote was on the ac- 
ceptance of the report of the Committee on 
Plan and Scope. 

Senator Lewis of Rochester, the Chair- 
man, was in favor of considering systems 
applicable to the existing canals, but Com- 
mander A. B. Fry, United States Navy, 
of the Advisory Commission, said that it 
would cost $7,000,000 to equip these canals 
and that the plant should cover the full 
455 miles of canals if installed at all. This 
plant might become useless in five years, 
and men with money, he said, would not 
consider such a venture. Senator Lewis 
pleaded that a system is in successful 
operation at Schenectady, but Col. T. W. 
Symons, United States Army, another ad- 
viser, said that to amend the report of the 
Committee on Plan and Scope would be in- 
terpreted as a renewed attack on the whole 
barge canal proposition. He added that to 
adopt a system for the present canals 
would place the whole transporting power 
of the canals in the hands of one com- 
pany, while the barge canal, through the 
workings of natural laws, would abolish 
such monopoly.

It may be well to bear in mind that 
the City Committee of the Citizens’ 
Union, which on Monday evening adopt- 
ed resolutions favoring a somewhat large 
venture in municipal ownership and op- 
eration of public service plants, is not 
the Citizens’ Union itself. The commit- 
tee could start night dogs in chase of all 
sorts of deer, which the main body of 
the Union at the earliest opportunity 
might recall to their kennels. 

However, this committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Union is upon safe and firm ground 
in favoring the establishment of a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant for the lighting of 
streets and public buildings. It cannot 
yet be affirmed that the city ought to go 
into the gas and electric light business, 
but beyond doubt it is time to begin the 
necessary inquiry as to cost and rela- 
tive advantages. The private lighting 
companies demand unconscionably Ligh 
prices from the city, which they obdu- 
rately refuse to reduce to the figures or 
anywhere near the figures of gas and 
electric light cost in other cities. If 
these private companies continue to be 
stubborn the city will be forced to supply 
itself with light, provided a municipal 
plant can be operated at reasonable cost, 
which seems probable. Discussion and 
investigation will determine that point, 
and the Citizens’ Union Committee's res- 
olution stimulates the spirit of free in- 
quiry. 

But the committee went much further. 
It adopted a resolution which In default 
of authoritative interpretation will be 
construed as preparatory to a propa- 
ganda for municipal ownership and op- 
eration of street railways, gas works, 
ferries, and all sorts of public service 
concerns. The Constitutional amend- 
ment proposed under the name of the 
“Tilden Commission’s amendment,” ‘is 
not what was recommended by that 
commission in 1878. The Tilden Com- 
mission prepared an amendment which 
took from the Legislature and vested 
in the city the power of control over 
street opening and public improvement, 
such as docks and wharves. To this the 
City Committee of the Citizens’ Union 
has added provisions which would trans- 
fer from the Legislature to the City 
Government entire and absolute author- 
ity to grant franchises for street rail- 
Ways, surface, elevated, or sub-surface, 
and the power of control over sewers, 
water, gas, electricity, whether for light, 
power, or heat; bridges, tunnels, and fer- 
ries. Anybody can see that that is sim- 
ply opening the way for municipal trad- 
ing on a comprehensive scale. It would 
make a dead letter of the Rapid Transit 
act and all other acts of the Legislature 
under which the city has provided for 
the needs of its people. 

The ardent innovators of the Citizens’ 
Unien’s City Committee may be going a 
bit too fast for the voters. It has been 
intimated that the Citizens’ Union will 
make the Mayoralty campaign on the is- 
sue of municipal ownership and opera- 
tion. That would be a good test of pub- 
lic opinion. When Henry GrorGE was 
put up as the Socialists’ and agitators’ 
candidate for Mayor there was talk of 
nominating against him Mr. CorNgELIvs 
VANDERBILT. Men said the time had 
come to challenge Socialism and its al- 
lies by putting forward as a candidate a 
man who distinctly represented property 
and the established order. Instead of 
Mr. VANDERBILT, ABRAM 8S. HEWITT was 
made the standard bearer, and he de- 
feated Mr. Grorce. If the Citizens’ 
Union really has it in mind to put for- 
ward a municipal ownership candidate, 
voters who still hold to the doctrine that 
the individual counts for something in 
the modern State may see fit to have a 
candidate of their own in the field. They 
might conclude that Mayor McCLEeLLan 
would very well represent their views 
and their interests. 


THE ROOT OF RAILROAD REGULATION 
The Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion, as was to be expected, puts fn un 
emphatic claim for .the power to revise 
and fix railroad rates, subject to review 
by the courts, but obligatory until re- 
versed by the courts. There will be a 
strong movement, sustained by several 
extensive organizations of shippers, to 
secure the passage of a bill to this effect 
this session. It is not likely to succeed. 
The commission, though emphatic in 
its claim, is moderate in the tone of its 
report. It recognizes that it is not at all 
qualified for the original fixing of rates, 
and asks only that it may have the right 
to change rates when it has reached the 
conclusion, upon investigation, that ex- 
isting rates are unreasonable. It ad- 
mits that the process of establishing 
rates is a difficult and intricate one, de- 


manding expert skill and experience, and 
that the errors made by the railroads 
are usually the result of mistaken judg- 
ment, and are made in good faith. It 
also points out that there is a great deal 
of complication in the fixing and admin- 
istration of rates, due to the separate 
ownership of private cars, freight lines, 
and terminals. And it insists that all 
these complications and perplexities are 
additional reasons for a central supervis- 
ion with power to take the action that 
may be found necessary. 

It is announced from Washington on 
what seems good authority that the 
President has placed the investigation of 
this whole matter, at least for the pres- 
ent, in the hands of Secretary MorTon. 
That gentleman is quoted as saying: 

Without Government supervision of rates, 
pooling can never be legalized; but with 
such supervision every objection to pooling 
disappears. Shippers say that they do 
not care how the railroads divide up the 
money so long as they earn it fairly. Legal- 
ized pooling would permit railroads to 
stop freight wars and disastrous competi- 
tion. It would secure stability. of rates, 
as desirable to the shipping public as to the 
roads. 

We do not know how far this opinion is 
shared by the President, but it is sound 
in itself. The most significant and prom- 
ising feature of the railroad situation at 
present is that a number of the respon- 
sible railway officials have openly com- 
mitted themselves to the doctrine cf 
Governmental supervision, on condition 
that some arrangement in the nature of 
pooling shall be authorized that will en- 
able them to maintain rates when they 
are once made. Under the law as it is 
two conflicting aims are avowed and pur- 
sued. One is the maintenance of uniform 
and reasonable rates; the other is the 
maintenance of competition. Now, com- 
petition in the existing conditions is 
practically impossible except through cut 
rates. Some of the railway men are 
convinced that if they can be given the 
means of reaching agreements as to the 
uniform application of rates, they can 
well afford to have these rates fixed at 
any level that a Government board may, 
on argument and investigation, deter- 
mine. It really does not appear sensible 
to insist on an arbitrary and contentious 
mode of dealing with the matter if a 
peaceable and effective one is offered. 


THE MORMON LAW BREAKERS. 

Prior to the conferring of Statehood on 
Utah, and as a condition of its admission 
to the Union, a prohibition of polygamy 
was adopted into the Constitution of the 
new State, and the Mormon Church for- 
bade further plural marriages or a con- 
tinuance of the polygamous relation. 
That the compact made with the Nation 
by Utah and the Mormons has been 
flagrantly violated is notorious. The 
hearing before the Senate Committee on 
Privileges and Elections in the case of 
Senator REED Smoor has elicited in the 
form of testimony of prominent Mor- 
mons an open confession, not only that 
the prohibited practices are continued, 
but that faithful Mormons hold the law 
of their Church superior to the law of the 
land. The spirit of this Mormon testi- 
mony is very. well presented in the fol- 
lowing extract from the records of the 
hearing: 

Q.—You realize that the law of the Church 
rrohibits polygamous cohabitation, and tha 
the law of the land does likewise, but you 
yourself propose to continue in polygamous 
cohabitation and are willing to accept the 
consequence? A.—I hold that no law of the 
Church and no law of the land can inter- 
fere between me and my Gop. 

Q.—You take it that your relations and 
continued living in polygamous cohabita- 
tion were according to the will of Gop? 
A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—And that the law does not apply to 
your case? A.—No, Sir. 

A Nation whose citizens flout and defy 
the authority of its laws and openly pro- 
fess another allegiance which they con- 
sider paramount, falls a good deal short 
of the status of full sovereignty. So long 
as a Nation has within its borders a con- 
siderable class of citizens who in secret 
or openly permit their conduct to be 
controlled by the interests or the behests 
of princes, potentates, or powers alien in 
fact or in spirit to their Government, or 
by the pretended authority of laws of 
their own making which are in conflict 
with the laws of the land, it is in a posi- 
tion to incur contempt abroad and peril 
at home. Mormon Utah is unworthy of 
the Statehood it secured by lying and 
in bad faith. It is a sink-hole of abomi- 
nations. It affronts the country’s nos- 
trils with the continuing stench of intol- 
erable scandals. It calls for disinfection. 


According to our theory of the relation 
between the State and the Federal Gov- 
ernment, Utah when it became a State in 
1896 acquired exclusive control over 
those subjects, among which is the mar- 
riage relation, that are usually regulated 
by State legislation. It is therefore as- 
sumed that the Federal Government is 
powerless to interfere in any manner to 
secure the enforcement of the law 
against polygamy. Whenever in pur- 
suance of the policy of increased Federal 
control over inter-State commerce, upon 
which Mr. RoosEVELT has confidently 
entered, it is proposed to, exercise au- 
thority for which no express warrant 
can be found in the Constitution, a re- 
sort is had to the “implied powers” of 
that elastic instrument. The people of 
the States in making the Federal Consti- 
tution did not confer upon Congress the 
power to grant charters to corporations. 
But when it is proposed that Trusts and 
other corporations in any way concerned 
in inter-State commerce shall seek Fed- 
eral charters in order that Federal con- 
trol over them may be complete, it is 
plausibly argued that of course Congress 
can do anything necessary to the exer- 
cise of its power over inter-State com- 
merce, If any desired meaning can be 
read into the Constitution when it is a 
question of finding warrant of law for 
one of the President's favorite policies, 
why is it that no ingenious mind in the 
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Attorney General's office has sought out 
a way to bring the shameless and defiant 
violators of law and decency in the State 
of Utah to public account before some 
tribunal not of their own creating? 

The situation is perfectly impossible. 
A solemn compact with the Nation kas 
been broken, State laws are set at defi- 
ance, the law of the Church itself is vio- 
lated. A state of affairs exists which 
fills the public with disgust and loath- 
ing. A remedy can be found, must be 
found, 


BENJAMIN DISRAELI. 

To-day is the exact centenary cf the 
birth of BENJAMIN DisRAELI, who will 
always be remembered, so long as he is 
remembered at all, under that name. 
Just as MacauLay declared that poster- 
ity “had refused to degrade FRANCIS 
Bacon into Viscount St. Albans,” so pos- 
terity will refuse to efface DisrRAELI with 
the title of Beaconsfield. He doubtless 
prized the title as a trophy. It was in 
fact his final triumph to be received into 
the ranks of that high British respecta- 
bility which he had spent his life in flout- 
ing, and which never really received him, 
even after it had been forced to accept 
him as its leader. The comment of some 
dull Duke on the adventurer’s first 
speech in the House of Lords after he 
had landed himself there, ‘‘ What a droll 
blackguard it is,” represented the atti- 
tude of the inarticulate crowd of digni- 
taries of whom the speaker made him- 
self the spokesman. Characteristically, 
when the honor was first proposed to 
him, “Dizzy” put it by, or rather 
passed it over to his wife as a toy that 
might amuse her, and had her created 
Countess, of Beaconsfield in her own 
right while he was still puzzling and in- 
furiating GLADSTONE in the House of 
Commons. But the trophy as a trophy 
of his final victory over the British Phil- 
istine was none the less precious to him. 

DISRAELI’s political career was a trib- 
ute to the juStice of his perception that 
the one thing the British admire above 
all others is courage. As an alien in 
race and an adventurer in politics, it 
particularly concerned him to show his 
possession of this quality. A clubman, 
not a London clubman, giving his view 
that a fellow-clubman who was com- 
monly thought to be difficult was not 
really so, gave his recipe for dealing 
with him, “I always insult him first.” 
This is the ground that “ Dizzy” took, 
and took with success, just as the late 
JAMES MCNEIL WHISTLER, in the exclu- 
sively social field, and being under like 
disabilities as “‘un-English,” took it aft- 
er him, and with equal success. To 
treat the most eminent person in sight 
with calculated insolence has been a 
very good way of getting on in England 
and a welcome corrective of British snob- 
bishness, ever since, and long before, 
Beau BRUMMELL inquired concerning the 
Prince Regent who was within earshot, 
“ ALVANLEY, who is your fat friend?” 
It is Dr. HoumMgs’s remark that dandy- 
ism, meaning extravagance and conspic- 
uousness in appearance and manner, is 
always condoned when there is pluck be- 
hind it, and never otherwise. “ Dizzy” 
was to verify this. He even went the 
length of seeking a duel with O’CONNELL, 
when dueling was already obsolescent, 
because readiness to fight was necessary 
to vindicate his pretensions, His tri- 
umph was complete. No man who in- 
sisted upon and even exaggerated his 
alienism ever rose so high in British poli- 
tics and British society, and the success 
was “ equally creditable to both parties.” 

DISRAELI’s literary career was ancil- 
lary to his political and social. But it is 
quite equally characteristic. His florid, 
Asiatic style was a badge and challenge, 
much like the green velvet breeches 
which he afterward denied, rather curi- 
ously, and the peacock waistcoats which, 
being undeniable, he “ brazened out." 
His novels were in fact challenges, like 
all his other procedures, and they were 
successful challenges, from “ Vivian 
Grey” to “Lothair.” But they were 
also most interesting and valuable “ dac- 
uments” of the Victorian era in which 
they were written, as interesting and 
valuable in their way as the chronicles 
of ANTHONY TROLLOPE in theirs. Dis- 
RAELI’s political novels are explanations 
of a society as well as explanations of a 
career. 


WASHINGTON POLITICAL ETHICS. 

The very amusing account which we 
printed yesterday of the tribulations of 
Mr. WaRE in trying to get a fair day’s 
work for a day’s wages out of his sub- 
ordinates in the Pension Office carries a 
serious moral. The moral] is that in the 
capital of the United States there ob- 
tains precisely the lowest and meanest 
standard of public service which is to 
be reckoned with in any American com- 
munity. Nowhere else would an effort 
to restrain shirking in a public office 
meet with so little public sympathy. No- 
where else would the head of a depart- 
ment who endeavored to get out of sub- 
ordinates engaged in the public business 
something like the same degree of effi- 
ciency commonly exacted of subordinates 
in private business thereby become the 
butt and gibe of the newspapers. 

It is easy enough to see how this state 
of things has come about, although that 
does not make it any better. In a city 
which is merely a political capital, and 
which has no industrial interests worth 
reckoning, in comparison with the in- 
terest of working Uncle Sam for all he 
is worth, the people engaged in this lat- 
ter enterprise give the tone to local 
opinion. GROVER CLEVELAND’s aphorism 
that it is not the business of the Govern- 
ment to support the people may have 
been received in some communities as 
a truism bordering on a platitude. In 
the city in which it was promulgated it 
was received with alarm and disgust. 
The local view that it is the business of 
the Government to support the people 


he, 


of the District of Columbia is too deeply 
rooted to be easily eradicated. The “ Tite 
Barnacles” of the departments have 
such an aversion to being disturbed, and 
there are so many of them, that it is no 
wonder that the shirks and the dead 
beats should have so great a share in 
forming public opinion, and that every 
head of a department who tries to secure 
an equivalent for the money the Govern- 
ment pays in salaries should find his 
path of duty very thorny. 

The case is even worse than this. 
Washington is full of sympathy for pub- 
lic malefactors. The fiasco of the Star 
Route trials is the classical instance of 
this, but an instance is furnished every 
time that some official is found to have 
been illegally trading on his official op- 
portunities. If he is personally accepta- 
ble, a lenient Mentor to the shirks and 
the dead beats, and a “ good fellow,” it 
has been repeatedly shown that there is 
a strong body of local opinion ready to 
maintain that the prosecution of him is 
a persecution. This state of things 
ought to be thoroughly understood in 
those regions of our land in which it is 
not held to be the business of the Gov- 
ernment to support the people. Mean- 
while, it is an excellent thing for the rest 
of the country that the population of the 
District is disfranchised, and has no 
voice in saying how much money its lo- 
cal requirements shall be allowed to ex- 
tract from the National Treasury. 


WHERE VALUES ARE MADE. 

The following passage is taken from 
the letter of a business correspondent to 
a business man in this city. It is from 
one of the cities of the upper tier of 
Southern States, a centre of a large in- 
ternal commerce with that section and 
the home of a considerable variety of 
manufactures, a fairly representative 
type of the business interests of the re- 


gion: 


Our manufacturing industries are all en- 
larging and increasing their capacity for 
output greatly in excess of what they have 
at present. New capital is being invested 
here and new industries are constantly 
coming in. Never were the people more 
confident of the future and never s0 op- 
timistic. Real estate is increasing in value 
right along, and more of it is changing 
hands daily than for years. 


Established industries steadily grow- 
ing and extending, new capital invested, 
new industries arising, a confident feel- 
ing among the people, these are indica- 
tions of prosperity and progress of a 
solid and desirable sort, The advance in 
values and in the active dealings in real 
estate is the natural and inevitable re- 
sult of such conditions, and though it: 
tends at times toward a _ speculation 
which is risky because of the amount of 
capital that may become fixed and un- 
available, it is, within prudent limits, 
the sure index of substantial business 
improvement. 

We get much the same sort of evidence 
from other places in different parts of 
the country, and it agrees with the larg- 
er indications on which generalizations 
can safely be based—the movement of 
freight, the volume of exchanges, the 
demand for staples, and the condition of 
the banks. We think such evidence is 
worth a good deal more than any that 
can be gathered from the moods of stock 
speculators, It is the testimony of men 
who buy and sell and pay their debts as 
against that of men who gamble on 
“margins” and whose ideas of valucs 
are based on the tape as it runs from the 
ticker. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—In discussing at New Rochelle this 
week the question—the long since and 
finally answered question—as to the pro- 
priety of giving religious instruction in the 
public schools, Mr. BouRKB COCKRAN acci- 
dentally touched upon what really is a liv- 
ing problem. It was when he said that 
these schools are tending more and more 
to become distinctively the-schools for the 
poor man’s children. Without quite say- 
ing so, he conveyed by the tenor of his 
whole argument the impression that in his 
opinion this lamentable diffarentiation is due 
to the fact that the teaching of the public 
schools is exclusively secular. Now, it is 
much more than doubtful that such reluct- 
ance as exists among the wealthy and the 
well-to-do for sending their children to the 
public schools is based in the slightest de- 
gree on this peculiarity, and it is much 
more than probable that less commendable 
motives underlie the feeling. They are 
somewhat obscure motives, however, and as 
they would not be confessed by those who 
entertain them, and could not be proved, 
there would not be much use in ticketing 
them with harsh names. But. Mr. Cock- 
RAN is apparently ill-informed as to the ex- 
tent to which this reluctance prevails. Ho 
avowedly judged from “bservations made 
in the circle of his own acquaintances, but 
that circle is largely metropolitan, and al- 
most as largely made up of followers of 
the Church most antagonistic te the public 
schools as they are, and therefore it is only 
natural that he should get an exaggerated 
idea of their unpopularity. The truth is 
that the public schools ure still considered 
good enough for all children by a great 
part of the country’s inhabitants, and in 
innumerable villages, towns, and small cit- 
ies they meet in a highly satisfactory man- 
ner the needs of rich and poor alike—are, 
indeed, practically the only schools for 
which anybody feels any need at all. Sep- 
aration to a marked degr2e on mecney lines 
has occurred only in the larger cities. But 
neither Mr. COCKRAN nor anybody else 
could exaggerate the evils that result from 
such separation wherever /t is to be found. 
Its worst conseqyerece, of course, is the 
withdrawal from the puDlie schools of ex- 
actly that part of public interest upon 
which the excellence of the schools depends. 
When a parent says that the public school 
is not good enough for jis children, and 
takes the steps that are required for improv- 
ing them, all is going well, but when he 
makes the same statement and sends his 
children to a private school there fs no hop« 
of betterment, at least through his efforts, 
and the existence as well as the utility of 
our finest institution Is threatened. 


—As we and others have contrasted the 
crews of. the General Slocum and of the 
Glen Island, to the very great disadvan- 
tage of the men on the former, perhaps it 
is only fair to note the fact that the condi- 
tions in the two cases were widely differ- 
ent, though the emergency was mucn the 
same. It is one thing to escape the con- 
tagion of a panic among a thousand fran- 
tie people, and quite another to rise su- 
perior in a group too small to be more 
than frightened. The officers on the Slo- 
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cum, too, knew that they were Velpless, 
except for the possibility of running the 
boat high upon the shore, and it was bad 
luck or bad judgment, not lack of courage 
or of the inclination to stick to their posts, 
that prevented them from doing that. 
Those on the Glen Island had no great ex- 
citement with which to contend, while of 
the few passengers on board all were 
adults, and most of them, .as it happened, 
persons who could keep their heads even 
when in peril of death. And an official in 
the Department of Commerce and Labor at 
Washington, speaking apparently as an ex- 
pert, calls attention to the fact that the 
proportion of lost to saved was about the 
same on the two boats. In other words, 
the two disasters were alike in most re- 
spects except that of magnitude. The 
same official touched the important point 
of the whole discussion—important as con* 
cerns the future, that fs—when he said: 
‘Neither the General Slocum nor the Glen 
Island would be permitted to house a single 
human being if they were brought ashore 
and an attempt made to use them for that 
purpose. Yet they are permitted to carry 
upon the waters thousands of people every 
day, when every minute there is danger of 
just such a catastrophe as that of the Slo- 
cum,” Many a boat like the General Slo- 
cum and the Glen Island is still afloat. It 
is practically impossible to deprive them 
all of their licenses, put the public can do 
much toward hastening their abandonment 
and the substitution of better boats for 
them by informing ftself as to the quatities 
of the vessels inviting their patronage and 
favoring as much as is convenient those 
that are not firetraps. 


— So numerous are the uses of platinum 
that it is easy to forget how small are the 
quantities used for each particular purpose 
and ‘to get an exaggerated idea of the 
annual production of this peculiarly 
precious metal. As a matter of fact, there 
is gathered of it from the whole world only 
between 160,000 and 170,000 ounces, and of 
this amount the United States, despite the 
extent of its mineral wealth, supplied only 
110 ounces in 1908, and that was sixteen 
ounces more than it produced the year be- 
fore, The value of the 110 ounces was 
$2,090. That was our direct output of 
platinum, but about three times as much 
Was saved as a by-product of certain 
mines in Wyoming. Russia is the great 
platinum country, supplying 90 per cent. 
of all that is used, and most of the rest 
comes from Colombia. The Electrical Re- 
view, summarizing the coming report of the 
Geological Survey, says that the total value 
of our platinum imports in 1908 amounted 
to $2,055,933, which were distributed as 
follows: Unmanufactured, 1,426 pounds, 
($328,108;) ingots, bar sheets and wire, 6,308 
pounds, ($1,591,941;) vases, retorts, and 
other apparatus, vessels and parts thereof 
for chemical uses, $128,890; articles manu- 
factured of platinum, $6,999. The price of 
pure platinum in wholesale quantities at 
New York continued during the whole of 
1903, as during the last seven months of 
1902, at $19 an ounce. The value of plati- 
num lies in its power of resisting heat and 
its small affinity for the other elements.

Only a few weeks ago the bitterness and 
variety of their denunciation of Russian 
seamanship and cannon practice were lim- 
ited by nothing less than the number of 
abusive words in the English language, and 
yet it was but a day or two after the at- 
tack on the fishing fleet that British be- 
liefs as to the facts of the episode became 
exactly what they are now. Having reached 
an amusingly sober second thought, our 
dear cousins ought to take a third and 
evolve a lot of humble apologies for their 
remarks about what they now say was an 
innocent mistake, likely to be committed 
in time of war by the navy of any nation.

and $235 common stock. Thus, in cotllenee 
for the right to $20 of interest per annum 
and $410 of interest overdue, he is to re- 
ceive $235 of common stock quoted at 
43-45, equal to about $101 in cash, while 
the company succeeds in raising additional 
capital of 


$23,016,669 
with which to pay off the present 
6 per cent bonded debt of, about. 5,800,000 


PORVENE dba cavsiséivccccdvccsess -- -$17,216,669 

The company pays in common stock 
$6,200,000, which at 44, the present market 
price, is $2,728,000 cash for raising less 
than $18,000,000 of additional capital. 

The new scheme does not materially re- 
duce the interest charge, which remains in 
excess of $5,000,000, and it is difficult to 
see how the new common stock can be 
benefited unless the profits of the company 
materially increase, in which case the 
present preferred stockholders, by refusing 
to join the new scheme, have an equal 
chance of receiving the full 8 per cent. to 
which they are entitled. 

Is it a matter of wonder that bankers 
grow rich at the expense of the public, 
while the writer of ‘‘ Frenzied Finance” 
can depress the, market single-handed 
against the combined wealth of all the 
bankers and brokers in Wall Street.

UNIONS VOTE TO ARBITRATE. 


Fall River Workers Act — Employers 


May Not Consent. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Dec. 20.—At meet- 
ings held to-day five textile unions voted 
in favor of the proposition to submit the 
labor troubles involved in the long-pending 
strike to arbitration. The vote was prac- 
tically unanimous in each case. It is un- 
derstood that the manufacturers are reluct- 
ant to accept the arbitration proposal, most 
of them having gone on record, unoffi- 
cially, as opposing it. 

President John Golden of the United 
Textile Workers says that, if the mill own- 
ers will not arbitrate, the strike will be 
“fought to a finish.” 


RECEIVER FOR GERMAN BANK. 


Attorney General Cunneen Will Recom- 
mend G. J. Wheeler’s Appointment. 


BUFFALO, Dec. 20.—Attorney General 
John Cunneen has decided to apply to the 
courts for a receiver for the German Bank 
which suspended recently, and will recom- 
mend G. J. Wheeler, President of the West- 
ern Savings Bank of this city. 

President Wheeler has agreed, in case of 
his appointment, to limit the fees for re- 
ceiver and for attorneys, other than attor- 
neys necessarily employed outside the 
State, to $50,000, and to consult with the 


creditors’ committee relative to the employ- 
ment of such counsel. He has further 
agreed to limit the expenses for rent, clerk 
hire, postage, and incidentals to $10,000. 


LEGAL FIGHT FOR CHILD. 


Court Says She Must Go to English 
Aunt, but She Objects. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—A legal contest be- 
tween Miss Margaret Robertson of London 
and Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Mahan of Chi- 
cago, over the possessicn of a child, has 
been won by Miss Robertson. According to 
a decision by Judge Honore to-day, the 
child, Emily Wallace Robertson, although 
unwilling, must be given into the custody 
of her English relative. Miss Robertson is 
an aunt of the child, 

The Mahans were made caretakers of 
the girl by her father, who died some 
time ago. Miss Robertson desires to make 


the child ‘her heir, but the little girl has 
clung to the Mahans and insists upon grow- 
ilng up as an American, even though penni- 
less, instead of as an English heiress. No- 
tice was given by the Mahans that the 
case will go to the Appellate Court. 


GREATEST IMMIGRATION YEAR. 


Commissioner Says We're Having It 
Now—Quality Poor, Though. 


BOSTON, Dec. 20.—The prediction that the 
fiscal year ending in June, 1905, will see the 
greatest influx of immigrants to the United 
States which the country has yet seen, was 
made to-day by the Commissioner General 
of Immigration, F. P. Sargent. 

Mr. Sargent added that the incoming for- 
eigners were showing a notable deficiency 
in desirable qualities for would-be citizens 
of the country, being inferior morally and 
physically, and almost paupers as well. 

Mr. Sargent, who came here from Mon- 
treal, said that while in Canada he made an 
investigation into the increased immigra- 
tion into the United States from that coun- 
try. He found, he said, that, trading on the 


ignorance of the immigrants as to the laws 
of the United States, agents convince them 
that the best way to get into the United 
States is first to go to Canada. Here many 
of the new-comers find themselves excluded 
from this country and yet without the 
means of returning home. 


THE PASSING OF THE ELEVATED. 


Estate Owners Interested in the 
Removal of Overhead Roads.

Your editorial of Dec. 10 on “ Subway and 
Manhattan” has attracted great attention 
among real property owners. 

The present success of the Subway is an 
indication that the elevated must go down 
and out, in the estimation of men of prac- 
tical Judgment. There is no greater ques- 
tion touching property along the lines of 
the elevated structures than the question 
of their abolition. 

Tue Times has taken a stand in the mat- 
ter which appeals strongly to the interest 
of property holders, and which, if pursued 
by your influential paper in the direction 
of absolute and speedy removal, will rally 
to your support a very large popular influ- 
ence, 

Allow me to suggest, as an entering 
wedge, that the line from Chatham Square 
to South Ferry be the first to be demol- 
ished. I refer to that branch of the struct- 
ure because it has no very great impor- 
tance to the system, and its abolition will 
serve somewhat as a test in respect to the 
desirability of abolishing the whole. 

The Subway under Broadway is now so 
far advanced toward South Ferry as to 
justify the belief that no public incon- 
venience would result from the abolition 
of that part of the elevated which would 
not be fully compensated by the comple- 
tion of the Subway to the extreme southern 
end of Manhattan.

George Kennan Went Miles Out of 
Way to See Her—Her Story of 
Long Suffering. 


There was nothing about the ap Lmé 
or demeanor of Mme.* Catharina Bresh- 
kovskya to indicate a character so 
ous as to compel the Czar’s Governs 
to keep her imprisoned or exiled for 
than twenty-two years. Nor did she 
the looks of one accustomed to brave > 
indescribable hardships of Siberian Win- 
ters. The reporter who found her in @ 
small east side flat saw before him 
little white-haired and mild-eyed womaa, 
broad of face and body, in accordance with 
the prevailing Slav type, but with intelii- 
gent and pleasantly smiling features. a 
protect herself against a temperature 
to a native seemed far from inclement 
she had swathed herself in a multitude of 
garments. 

This little woman, who is now far ad-= 
vanced into the fifties, has been worki 
and suffering and working again mo 
than thirty-five years for the cause of 
Russian freedom. She has come here to) 
enlist the sympathies of the American peo- 
ple.

Mrs. Samuel J. Barrows, 
Robert Hunter of the University Settle- 
ment, and Prof. Robert Ely are to address | 
the audience in English. Anarchism or: 
Nihilism has nothing to do with the meet-_ 
ing. Still, this is what Mme. Breshkovskya | 
says of her party affiliations: : 

“I don’t know what you would call me! 
here, Nothing very bad, I think. But in 
Russia I am regarded as a revolutionist— ' 
all of us are who work for the freedom | 
and education and the economical improve- | 
ment of the people. There are really only | 
two parties in my country—those who are | 
in favor of the present conditions, and | 
those who are opposed to them. The latter 
are al} named revolutionaries and Anar-! 
chists and Nihilists by the Government, just, 
as the case may require. Some of us are! 
for strong means, of course—what do you 
expect, Monsieur? Are we to be slaves’ 
always? Are we to sigh and suffer forever , 
just to suit the Czar? 

“ Think of it! I have spent four years in| 
prison and eighteen years in Siberia. [| 
have been treated like a convict, not the! 
slightest consideration being shown for my} 
sex. I have worked like a man in the} 
silver mines, from which the Czar draws| 
a part of his private income. I have) 
trudged thousands of miles on foot to reach! 
the barbarian settlement to which they 
sent me for safekeeping. I have been’ 
guarded by gendarmes, spied on by the po- 
lice, prosecuted and persecuted year after 
year, and what had I done to deserve it’ 
all? I taught the poor peasants to read and 
write, to carve and sew, to understand the 
new laws, and to know their duties. I gave’ 
them medicine when they were sick, and) 
books when they were well. Those were 
my crimes.” | 

Mme. Breshkovskya’s father was a large, 
land owner in the Province of Chernigoff, 
a nobleman, and a Judge of the Court of 
Arbitration, the special task of which is to 
settle disputes between the peasants and 
the nobility. She accompanied her father 
on many of his journeys, and was thus 
brought into contact with the peasants, 
whose miserable conditions she was quick) 
to notice and deplore. While still in her} 
teens she began her strivings to ameliorate 
those conditions. The steady spread of the 
movement for the education of the peasants 
with jealous eyes was being watched by 
the Government, and in 1874 2,000 of the 
participants in it were suddenly arrested on | 
charges of treason. 

The news of that step was received with | 
an outburst of indignation throughout the | 
rest of Europe. A majority of those ar- | 
rested were set free again, but a few hun- | 
dred, among them Mme. Breshkovskya, | 
were held for trial. More than a hundred 
of these succumbed to the privations of the | 
prison. The rest were sent to Siberia for } 
terms of varying length. Mme, Breshkov~ / 
skya was regarded as a particularly dan- 
gerous person, and those in power took the 
exceptional measure of sentencing her to } 
hard work in the Kara silver mines.

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OUR FREEDOM BEGETS 
TRUSTS, ELIOT SAYS 


Harvard President Talks of the 
Great Ethical Problem. 


MONOPOLIES CENTURIES AGO 


Were Given by Kings Then and Now 
They Arise as New Evils Under 
New Conditions. 


President Charles W. Eliot of Harvard 
University, in an address on the subject of 
“The University and the Ethical Problem 
for Our Time,” at the dinner of the Quill 
Club, last night at the Hotel Manhattan, 
declared that while the forces for good in 
the world are constantly overcoming the 
forces for evil, new evils are continually 
arising in a new form. 

“*One of the greatest steps forward for 
public and private liberty,” he said in illus- 
trating his point, “‘ was the fight made by 
our English ancestors against monopolies, 
yet we now see the establishment of new 
monopolies under entirely different condi- 
tions, under free institutions—monopolies 
due to the freedom of association.” 

In precisely this way, he said, the mo- 
nopoly of the trust is created in England 
and the United States, and “‘ the hatefulness 
of the monopoly is just as great now as it 
was four centuries ago.” 

The dinner followed the one hundred and 
eighteenth regular meeting of the Quill 
Club, and 175 members of the organization 
and their guests were present. President 
Eliot was introduced by President Landreth 
H. King, and said in part: 

“A change has come over our universi- 
ties. They have become something more 
than a teacher or deliverer of truth. They 
have become truth seekers, which assumes 
that there is more truth to be found; that 
we haven’t got the whole of it—that we are 
looking for it day by day, and the univer- 
sity is leading the way always toward the 
undiscovered truth. The university is, 
therefore, not only the teacher of truth, 
but it is a truth seeker. That is the char- 
acteristic difference between the ancient 
university and the modern. 


HARVARD'S VICTORIES. 


“There are a great many ways of search- 
ing for facts now. There have been many 
exploring expeditions into the antiquities 
of Egypt—German, French, English—and 
all of them have found something. But 
it remained for two graduates of Harvard 
University to find the very best way and 
use the very best way to exhibit facts in 
the Egyptian cemeteries. They conceived 
the idea when they were employed by Mrs. 
Hearst to make great collections of an- 
tiquities for the universities of California, 
that whenever they opened a tomb and 
laid bare the objects in it, before any one 
object was touched, to take a photograph 
of that thing just as it lay exposed for the 
first time in thousands of years. And they 
have a record of every tomb they opened, 
with photographs of the objects themselves 
before they were touched. 

“Now, that was a Harvard invention for 
getting at the facts of the Egyptian history 
and chronology. In every possible field of 
science and art this determination of the 
fact is going on through the work of uni- 
versities. American universities are all 
ambitious of such work, and in every field 
it is the same.” 

President Eliot told of an experiment 
conducted in the psychological laboratory 
at Harvard to ascertain whether a turtle 
could be taught that it was impossible for 
him to get through glass. 

“The turtle never could be taught,” he 
said, “that the glass would always impede 
his progress for the reason, in the first 
place, that his brain is not convoluted, and, 
secondly, because the turtle’s eye is made 
to see both in water and out of it. This 
illustrates how we have discovered the real 
truth in certain directions. 

SEARCH FOR TRUTH IN HISTORY. 


“There has been within fifty years,’ he 
continued, “‘a new method of searching for 
the truth in history. New tests are applied 
to the stories and annals that'come down to 
us. We look rather to the history of places 
and persons than to a study of dynasties 
and wars. After all, the universities teach 
that the records of the past must be re- 
viewed always with reserve, with doubt, 
and with a certain cautious skepticism, not 
believing everything that we come across. 

“One of the most marvelous sentences 
ever written, a prophetic sentence and a 
philosophical sentence, is this: ‘ Ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free.’ What was going on in the world 
when that sentence was first uttered? 
There was a Roman Governor in Judea. 
Was there any freedom in Judea? The la- 
bor of the world was mainly done by slaves. 
Was there freedom in industries? What's 
this connection between freedom and truth? 
What did the man who uttered that sen- 
tence know about the connection of free- 
dom with truth? What experience with 
freedom had he? None that would seem to 
us to be experience of freedom. 

“Now, to-day that is exactly what the 
university is contributing to the ethical 
problem. It is teaching constantly that 
through the knowledge of truth comes 
freedom—freedom for the individual, free- 
dom for the State, freedom of thought and 
speech, freedom in industry. 

“‘I suppose this development of freedom 
is one of the greatest of the services that 
universities now render in the world. It 
is, in the first place, an academic freedom 
that the public and the university honor, By 
that sort of freedom we mean freedom for 
teachers and students of a university. 
There is no other way of teaching liberty 
except to give practice in the world; and 
that is just as true of every individual child 
and man as it is of a nation. There is no 
other way of bringing up a nation to the 
safe use of liberty except by giving that 
Nation a chance to practice in free institu- 
tions, to make its mistakes, to suffer some 
evils from which it might escape. 


TEACHING OF FREEDOM. 


“Next to being a ~lace of freedom for 
teacher and student, the modern university 
teaches that freedom which comes to men 
who have learned how to adapt themselves 
to the laws of nations, how to use the laws 
of nature to further the human ends; not 
to contend with the forces of nature, but to 
use them in furtherance of good human 
ends. The university teaches how the man 
may avail himself of his environments, of 
his surroundings, to further his natural 
good ends. That is a great lesson in Mberty 
in itself. We have learned that the train- 
ing of the individual will in liberty is a 
fine piece of work which the university can 
do for the individual. 

“I saw in Morley’s ‘ Life of Gladstone’ 
two or three times the statement made by 
Gladstone that Oxford—an institution which 
he dearly loved all his life, in spite of what 
he suffered there—that Oxford did not teach 
him to have confidence in liberty. This is 
a terrible criticism. True, undoubtedly 
true, because Oxford in Gladstone's time 
was pretty thoroughly mediaeval. It had 
not escaped from the monarchistic régime 
to the régime of liberty. All the American 
universities have escaped thoroughly from 
the monarchistic régime to the régime of 
liberty.’ 

“Another contribution of the universi- 
ties to the ethical problem of our day is 
their teaching of hopefulness, confidence in 
the future. Can there be a greater ser- 
vice to mankind than that of establishing 
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good ground for being hopeful, hopeful of 
mankind, hopeful for the universe? Is 
there a larger contribution to the happi- 
ness of any one of us than getting posses- 
sion of rational grounds for hopefulness 
in our own lives, in the lives of our fel- 
lows, in the life of our beloved country? 

“It has not always been the case that 
universities taught hopefulness when they 
lived exclusively in the past, when they 
had only so much of truth as had been de- 
livered to the world 3,000 or 5,000 years 
ago. But the modern university can and 
does teach hopefulness. Why? Because 
it is capable of taking the long view, the 
view of the world and of human nature, 
which is not of yesterday or of 100 years 
ago, but from the beginning of time—the 
comprehensive view, which is not limited to 
a class or a village or a tribe or a nation, 
but is worldwide. 

“Now, that long and comprehensive view 
convinces us that the world has steadily 
gained, inch by inch, century by century, 
not regularly, but with backward move- 
ments, and then a greater forward move- 
ment. So by steps, now short, now long, 
the university teaches that our race has 
gained in the tong, long course of recorded 
time. More than that, the university in all 
its fields of labor and investigation finds 
what Matthew Arnoid called a power that 
makes for righteousness. 


NEW EVILS CONSTANTLY ARISE. 


“‘ Now that is the root of hopefulness. The 
university knows that this progress, this 
hopeful, encouraging, uplifting progress, is 
slow. It knows that, though we develop 
new powers for good as time goes on, there 
always arise new evils and there is inces- 
sant conflict between the powers for good 
and the powers for evil. The medical pro- 
fession, in which the progress for the last 
twenty-five years has been wonderful be- 
yond ‘belief, is all the time encountering 
new evils, though gaining upon the old 
evils. 

“We know, for example, that consump- 
tion is contaglous—we know how to prevent 
the contagion in many cases. We have re- 
duced the mortality of tuberculosis. There 
is a perfectly distinct gain in our control 
over that disease. But while we are doing 
this, new diseases appear or old diseases 
develop new forces. Thus, pneumonia, in 
recent years, has developed new terrors, 
proved more formidablo to the human race. 
We gain on tuberculosis, we lose on pneu- 
monia, Nevertheless, there is no profession 


which so strongly illustrates the real gain’ 


in the power of men over evil as the med- 
ical profession. 

“We have thought—to give another illus- 
tration of this constant conflict through 
which we make small gains for good—that 
war might perhaps be coming to its end and 
that some of the worst horrors of war were 
to be avoided by the civilized nations. Then 
we look back upon the nineteenth century 
and see that it is the bloodiest of all the 
centuries of which there is any record— 
absolutely the bloodiest. 

“We thought that the invention of long- 
range rifles and artillery would prevent the 
coming together of masses of mén in hand- 
to-hand encounter, and here, within six 
months, we have learned that, far from 
preventing hand-to-hand encounters with 
cold steel, there never has been more of it 
than in the war between Russia and Japan, 
with this horrible difference, that as they 
cannot get after each other with cold steel 
in the daytime, they do it at night, and one 
of the most horrible things in war has al- 
ways been the night attack. 

MONOPOLIES OLD AND NEW. 


“The industrial condition of our country 
illustrates the same fact. One of the great- 
est steps forward in the contest for private 
and public liberty was the fight our Eng- 
lish ancestors made against monopolies— 
monopolies sold by the King or the Emperor 
or given by the King or the Emperor as 
favors. I say the contest against such mo- 
nopolies given by the sovereign was one of 
the great steps in the progress of human 
liberty, and it aroused the hottest passions 
of the men who were seeking for a better 
freedom. 

“Now we see the establishment of new 
monopolies under free institutions—monopo- 
lies created absolutely because our institu- 
tions are free—due, that is to say, to the 
freedom of association. The monopoly of 
the labor union is entirely created by free- 
dom of association. In England and our 
country the monopoly of the trust is created 
precisely in the same manner, and the hate- 
fulness of the monopoly is just as great as 
it was four centuries ago. It shows us what 
is possible in the way of revival of social 
wrongs and evils under institutions entirely 
different and much better than those under 
which the evils were originally created. 

“T say, therefore, gentlemen, in conclu- 
sion, that the modern university contributes 
three primary things to the ethical prob- 
lem of our day—the love of truth and steady 
search for truth, love of freedom and the 
belief in freedom, and, lastly, it con- 
tributes that great stirring motive of hope- 
fulness without which our best efforts 
might not be in vain, but they would be 
less joyful. And all three of these things— 
truth, freedom, hope—contribute to what is 
at the bottom of the ethical problem—the 
increase of human joy and happiness.”

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EXCHANGE EXPELS MEMBER. BANKERS HEAR 


Unusual Punishment for J. W. Ritchie— 
Action Unjust, He Says. 


J. W. Ritchie of the former firm of Yates, 
Ritchie & Pope was expelled yesterday 
from the New York Stock Exchange. The 
firm of which he was a member was one of 
those whose telephones were removed by 
order of the Committee of Arrangements 
last June because of certain alleged irreg- 
ularities. 

The expulsion was announced by Presi- 
dent Pomeroy of the Exchange, and the 
reasons ascribed were “ unjust and inequi- 
table”’ principles of trade and “‘faud”’ in 
the management of his business, under 
Section 2 of Article XVII. of the Constitu- 
tion of the Exchange. The firm of which 
Mr. Ritchie was a member changed its 
name some time ago to Yates & Ritchie, as 
Albert L. Pope, the junior member, retired. 

Expulsions since the beginning of the ex- 
change have been a very unusual punish- 
ment, and it is said that since the existence 
of the exchange only six members have 
been expelled. Suspensions for varying 
periods have been of more frequent occur- 
rence. 

It is stated that the seat of Mr., Ritchie 
will be sold and the proceeds turned over 
to him. Mr, Ritchie at the Holland House 
last night gave out a statement that he 
considered his expulsion unjustifiable. 

“The transactions on which the Board 
of Governors of that body based their ac- 
tion,” he said, “‘ were dealings involving 
250,000 shares of stock, but I am sure that 
I did not break any rule of the Stock Ex- 
change. Sometimes I had an order from 
one firm to sell 100 shares of stock, and 
at the same time an order to sell 150 shares 
of the same stock for another firm. I was 
always careful to consult with an expert 
in these cases, to see that I kept within 
the rules, and I am sure that I did. 

“My customers, many of whom have been 
associated with my partner, Mr. Yatés, for 
upward of twenty years, will bear out my 
statements. The action of the Exchange 
was most uhexpected and, I believe, unjust. 

“I was notified on Dec. 3 that in view 
of the fact that my seat had been posted 


for transfer, I would have after the 18th no 
right to transact business upon said Ex- 
change. I was requested to a: before 
the Governing Committee on Monday, the 
19th, at 3:15 P. M., and to bring with me 
my books. I appeared before the Govern- 
ing Committee not because I was a mem- 
ber of the Exchange, but out of respect for 
my former associates. I gave them all my 
books and told them that if they desired to 
go over the books with my experts that 
they would clearly point out wherein they 
were in error. This they refused to do.” 
Mr. Ritchie’s troubles have been of long 
standing. He joined the Exchange in 1901. 
Last June his telephone was removed. He 
then hired a messenger boy to run back and 
forth with his orders. In the New Street 
entrance of the building there are a number 
of telephones used by customers and the 
general public, and a boy was stationed at 
one of them. Ritchie would come to the 
door and give him the orders, which would 
be telephoned, Ritchie thereby only losing 
a few fractions of a minute. He was com- 
pelled to take his boy out of this hall. 
He made another attempt to get quick ac- 
tion on his orders by signaling through the 
lass doors of the lounging room in 
road Street, but this was prevented by the 
utting in of ground glass in the windows 
eading to the hali where he had stationed 
a telephone and a messenger. After that 
time he narrowed down his operations con- 
siderably. 


ROMANCE IN OLD NEWTOWN. 


Middle-Aged Couple Wed — Dominoes 
Replace Bridal Tour. 


A quaint, old-fashioned house, set far back 
from the main street in the historic village 
of Newtown, shelters the romance of a 
middle-aged couple. John Burkhardt, a 
farmer, and the father of nine children, 
has taken as his second wife Mary Anna 
Lawrence, a distant relative of Judge Law- 
rence and the owner of considerable real 
estate in Newtown. 

Mr. and Mrs. Burkhardt are both over 
fifty years old. On Sunday morning Mr. 
Burkhardt was noticed wearing a new suit 
of clothes and his beard, black, streaked 
with gray, which he had never allowed a 
barber to touch, was missing. That after- 
noon he and Miss Lawrence drove off in a 
coach, and they were married in his son’s 
home in Maspeth by the Rev. D. W. Peter- 
son of the Trinity Lutheran Church of Mid- 
dle Village. 

Since then he has lived in the Lawrence 
house, but no one knew of the wedding 
until yesterday afternoon.

After 
that she lived alone, a housekeeper and 
John Burkhardt looking after the place.

town until he secured the position of over- 
seer of the Lawrence place. 

Soon after her mother’s death Miss Law- 
rence sold the family homestead and 

rounds, and the house was torn down and 

he grounds cut up into ——s lots. She 
bought the place next door, and it is there 
that she is now living with John Burkhardt. 
The house has been painted a bright yellow, 
and the old-fashioned knocker has been re- 
placed by the modern electric bell. Other- 
wise everything is preserved in its old, sim- 
ple fashion. 

When a semeser called at the home of the 
Burkhardts last night he found the couple 
playing dominoes. The thought of a wed- 
ding trip has not entered their heads. Mr. 
Burkhardt told of his nine children, and 
Mrs. Burkhardt proudly exhibited an en- 
grossed copy of the marriage certificate.

LAWSON AND CHADWICK QUIPS 


H. H. Rogers a Listener, Too—Patrick 
F. Murphy Cuts a Big Melon 
of Epigrams. 


Greater New York's bankers, or, more ac- 
curately, that section of the New York State 
Bankers’ Association known as Group VIIL, 
had their annual banquet last night at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, and, including guests, 460 
Sat at the long tables. For once the bankers 
left Wall Street behind them, and no serious 
economic problem or abstruse financial 
question figured in the speechmaking. The 
Lawson episode furnished material for at 
least one speaker, and the bronze female 
figure that surmounted the ices was the 
source of general comment. It was denied 
authoritatively at the guest table that the 
figure was an attempt to immortalize Mrs, 
Chadwick. Further information was un- 
obtainable. 

The speakers were Dr.' Edwin A. Alder- 
man, President of the University of Vir- 
ginia; President Martin W. Littleton of the 
Borough of Brooklyn, Patrick Francis 
Murphy, and Police Commissioner McAdoo, 
who took the place of Senator T. P. Dol- 
liver, who was called suddenly to Chicago 
on business. Among the listeners were 
J. Pierpont Morgan and James Stillman, 
who sat at the guest table; H. H. Rogers 
and John D, Archbold, Edwin Gould and 
Richard A. McCurdy, and Col. W. C. 
Greene, of “four notch gun” fame. Gates 
W. McGarragh presided. 

Dr. Alderman, whose toast was “ Prac- 
tical Idealism,” addressed his audience as 
the most powerful body, in some respects, 
in America, ‘“‘because,’’ he said, ‘‘ you 
handle more raw power. 

“I believe, too,”” he went on, ‘that you 
are a body of idealists, because you are 
willing to transfer your ideas from the ma- 
terial to the spiritual when you see that 
g00d can be done by it. The idealism of 
the Nation also has been expressed recently 
by the tremendous upheaval in favor of one 
man whom it believed to be honest. 

“Our democracy, nevertheless, is in dan- 
ger, always in danger, from coarseness and 
vulgarity. By and by you will need the 
conservatism of the young men whom we 
are bringing up in the South. Indeed, it is 
said now that the South is the only place 
which believes in God, reads Sir Walter 
Scott’s novels, and votes the Democratic 
ticket.” 

Mr. Murphy’s offering of epigrams and his 
contribution to the literature of the Lawson 
affair created many hearty laughs. In 
part, he said: 

“It has now become the fashion for men of 
great wealth to acknowledge the existence 
of a Superior Being. It is the mode to is- 
sue articles entitled, ‘How to Succeed in 
Life,’ ‘The Blessings of Poverty and a 
Good Appetite,’ and point out the old- 
established formula, that the best way to 
increase our income is by limiting our de- 
sires. Bible class superintendents—together 
with Santos Dumont—are showing us ‘ The 
Advantages of a Higher Life.’ 

“We have weekly reports from Wall 
Street—special advices—pamphlets entitled, 
‘Wisdom while you wait,’ giving full in- 


formation how fortunes are made; they are 
issued by philanthropists and sent unso- 
licited to total strangers, but every sensible 
man not in the rainbow business knows 
that in financial affairs the men who know 
do not tell, and the men who tell do not 
know, and that very often a stock broker 
is a man who knows the price of everything 
and the value of nothing. 

“Trust is placed in the tips of well-dis- 

osed friends, who have a lot of half 

nowledge, and the sad result is an illustra- 
tion of the truth in the old proverb, ‘ There 
is no difference between a bad cook and a 
poisoner, except the intention.’ 

“Then come sermons with the text—The 
earth hath bubbles Wke the water hath, 
and these are some of them. Then come 
criticisms on Wall Street, with its sick hur- 
ry and its frantic arithmetic; that it is not 
the straight road to success, but a narrow, 
crooked street, with the river at one end, 
and a graveyard at the other. 

“Equity, candor, and truth, it is said, are 
still venerated. But in this life evil always 
rises in evidence and the good remains be- 
hind—just as the folly of one woman 
creates more noise than the discretion of 
a thousand; the others whose duties are 
inciuded in the interior of private life their 
virtues are not noticed. 

“The lady who recently obtained so much 
money on a parcel of ‘ undigested securi- 
ties’ is oné of a class of many who have 
a habit of thinking that what they want 
is what the Lord intended them to have. 
A few financiers have learned to their sor- 
row that facts or figures are not as stub- 
born as the fancies of a woman, and they 
now believe that mythical person called 
the devil should have been of the feminine 
gender, 

“And now we have the Good Samaritan 
from Boston, with a lot of warm blood to 
shed on the wrongs of copper, and to many 
minds is recalled that famous phrase in lit- 
erature, ‘Satan denouncing sin.’ In his 
benevolent way he showed the public that 
the wealth they had in copper was only an 
illusion. To be the enemy of this gentleman 
is not a placid position, but it appears to 
be much safer than to be his friend. 

“Poverty breeds wealth, and wealth 
breeds poverty. The wheel sinks, simply 
to reascend. he ranks of wealth are un- 
ceasingly recruited from those of the poor. 

*“* Povery produces vigilance and economy; 
vigilance and economy bring honor and 
riches; honor and riches are apt to cause 
pride and luxury; pride and luxury easily 
glide into idleness and extravagance, and 
idleness and extravagance again come back 
to poverty, and the revolution is complete. 

“What we get from England in com- 
merce they get back from us in matrimony; 
we make heiresses here—they make peer- 
esses of them there.” 

Commissioner McAdoo made a plea for 
assistance in his effort to regulate street 
traffic. He also stood up for his policemen. 
“A Captain,” he said, “ has more tempta- 
tion than the cashier of the biggest bank in 
the world. When you think of the 8,500 
men, and of their temptations, you ought to 
take off your hats to them.’’ This remark 
was neeener cheered. 

Mr. Littleton said, in part: 

“A great many people seeem to think 
that a public office is a place where a man 
can grow rich. Well, he can, but such a 
man would have less worry and no more 
qualms if he held up a train or organized 
a ladies’ aid society in Cleveland. If any 
of you bankers are tired of your long hours 
ond small salaries and your general sense 
of insecurity, you just try it. I'll bet all 
that Lawson lost against all that Chadwick 
got, that in six months you would give 
your salary to the United States Steel Com- 
pany or other charitable organizations to 
get back behind the pyramids of silver and 
the terraces of green. 

‘The most profitable business to-day, in 
my judgment, outside of the Chadwick fiat 
money plan and the Lawson irredeemable 
paper currency circulation, is that of ‘the 
man who overissues stock on anything that 
will stand still long enough for him to 
name it. This thing of hiring a lithograph 
company to manufacture values, and get- 
ting some responsible firm to sell it for 
money and divide the money is the easiest 


thing of all. 

“The ams I cannot understand about 
Wall Street is the rapid change in market 
values, when there {s no change in real 
values. If the United States Steel Company 
reduces the en of steel be $4 a ton the

FUN FOR EVERYBODY

Battleship Officers and Tars on 
Equal Footing Once, Anyway. 


IT WAS AN EXTRA FINE DANCE 


An Unofficial “ Entertainment Commit- 
tee” on Hand to Keep Order— 
Wasn’t Needed, However, Inside. 


The crew of the United States battleship 
Illinois made merry last night on the occa- 
sion of their first annual banquet and 
ball, held at the Terrace Garden. Capt. 
John Rogers and his staff, with sweet- 
hearts and wives,” as they say in the 
navy, occupied boxes until the grand march 
started. In this they joined, and later sat 
with the men at their banquet, The officers 
were guests of the sailormen. The men 
made room for them as they went to the 
cloak and hat checking rooms, but did not 
salute, although now and then a veteran 
forgot the etiquette of the occasion and 
started his hand up to his head, only to put 
it back and make the bow that the occasion 
demanded. 

Capt. Rogers is a strict disciplinarian, 
but of all the crew assembled for the ball 
there was not one who did not give him a 
Sailorlike friendly grin of welcome when 
he passed through their ranks, and the 
commanding officer of the battleship IIli- 
nois lost his stern visage and smiled at 
the pretty girls, sisters and sweethearts of 
his men, who in turn smiled upon him. 

The ball and banquet had been elaborately 
conceived by the men behind the guns and 
their fellows below decks. The members 
of committees wore badges of gold, blue 
and white, varying in size according to 
the importance of their positions. There 
was an unofficial ‘“‘entertainment’’ com- 
mittee without any badge of office. This 
was made up of men who have been prom- 
inent in fistic duels. The preservers of 
order were headed by O. Weiss, the pointer 
in the after turret of the Illinios, who 
holds an international. record with the 
thirteen-inch guns. The others of the 
committee were members of the champion 
oarsmen, football, and baseball players 
of the battleship. 

They had little to do, as it had been 
agreed by the members of the crew that 
any man who would disgrace himself by 
entering the ballroom under the influence 
of liquor should not only get a *“ thrashing,”’ 
but that no member of the ship’s company 
would recognize or speak to him for a pe- 
riod of thirty days. 

One of the crew, after consuming three 
drinks at a near-by saloon, while waiting 


for the entertainment to begin, refused a 
fourth, saying: 

“1 went wrong once at a ball when I was 
on the Oregon, ard I’d rather be a month 
in the brig than that thirty days of 
silence.’”’ 

R. Johnston, one of the Committee of En- 
tertainment, was stationed on the sidewalk 
to look after the ladies. Two young women 
in white gowns stood in the entrance, wait- 
ing their partners, when two young men 
approached them, and, seeing them unac- 
companied, invited them to go and have a 
drink. The sailors’ escorts slapped their 
faces. Johnston did the rest—in fine style. 

The entertainment began with the grand 
march. Capt. Rogers and Mrs. Snowden 
led, being followed by Lieut. Commander 
Snowden and Mrs. Rogers. After circling 
the room three times for ‘ good luck,” 
the company formed a huge letter ‘ I,” 
the initial of the battleship. There was a 

ood old-fashioned sailor like ‘‘ Hip, Hip, 

urrah,”’ and the band played ‘“‘ The Star- 
Spangled Banner.” Captain and crew un- 
covered and came to a salute, gracefully 
imitated by their partners. Over the stage 
the electric lights spelling ‘‘U. S. Battle- 
ship Illinois,” arranged and operated by 
Electrician J. A. Lagiman of the battleship 
now in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, flashed, 
and there was another cheer. 

When supper was over, the funmakers 
went to dancing again. The great feature 
of the “‘second part’’ was a “ moonlight 
dance.”” Every light in the hall was turned 
out. On the stage was a great canvas cir- 
cle, behind which there was a strong arc 
light that lighted up the room in a man- 
ner suggestive of the full moon. The dance 
had to be repeated several times. Elec- 
tricilan Lagiman was responsible for this.

Prior to that he was suc- 
cessively Administrator and Vicar General 
of the diocese. As Titular Bishop of Cibyra 
he was consecrated as Bishop Coadjutor 
to Bishop Tuigg on Aug. 2, 1885. 

Bishop Phelan was born in the town land 
of Stralee, near Ballyragget, County Kil- 
kenny, Ireland, Jan. 1, 1828. He was edu- 
eated by private tutors and in St. Kieran’s

‘May Expend $250,000 in Improv- 
ing Staten Island Property. 


SPECIAL STEAMER AND DOCK 


Committee of Public Schools Athletic 
League Will Aid in Putting 
Place in Shape. 


Charles M. Schwab contemplates turning 
Over.to the Board of Education of this city 
a tract of 150 acres of land on Staten Isl- 
and, which he has been preparing for some 
time past. Dr. William H. Maxwell, Su- 
perintendent of New York City Public 
Schools, last night made this fact known 
at the first annual meeting of the Public 
Schools Athletic League, held in the board 
room of the Board of Education Building, 
Fifty-ninth Street and Park Avemue. Dr. 
Maxwell further stated that Mr. Schwab 
Was having a special steamer built and 2 
special dock constructed at Staten Islané at 
which to land, so that the school chiidren 
might be carried in perfect safety to the 
new grounds. It was said by a member of 
the league that Mr. Schwab was expending 
hearly $250,000 in Ae, the property. 

While this information ‘was not new to 
several of the Directors and officers of 
the league, it is the first time that it had 
been made public officially. At the close 
of the meeting the Chairman was em- 
powered to appoint a committee to confer 
with Mr. Schwab and ascertain how it can 
aid him and as to his intentions as to fur- 
thering the work that the Public Schools 
Athlétic League has in progress. 

Grounds, open-air for athletic 
fields, and playgrounds, was the chief 
theme last night discussed by the Directors 
of the league. Gen. George W. Wingate, Pres- 
ident of the ieague, presided. All of the 
Speakers, and the number included Gen. 
Wingate, Dr. William H. Maxwell, Dr. Lu- 
ther Halsey Gulick, Director of Physical 
Training in the Public Schools of Greater 
New York, and James E. Sullivan, Secre- 
tary of the Amateur Athletic Union, placed 
particular stress upon the need of acquiring 
proper spaces upon which to hold their 
competitions. Altogether the object of the 
meeting was to weld its enthusiasm into a 
Weapon of practical achievements, 

In* opening the meeting Gen. Wingate 
Spoke of the splendid results obtained in 
the year the league had been in existence. 
He pointed out that the teachers and Prin- 
cip:ils were greatly interested in the work 
as well the public-spirited men of the 
city. 

“We are fortunate,” he said, in having 
been able to entirely avoid that difficulty 
which-has been so manifest in many of.our 
colleges and high schools, the disagreement 
between those interested in athletics and 
the Principals and teaching force. We have 
made it a rule to do nothing or even at- 
tempt to do anything in any school that is 
not welcomed by the Principal. We have 
also.jaid down the rule that every competi- 
tor for the button or for any of the games 
must’ be certified by his Principal to be up 
to the average in his studies and deport- 
ment. Our relations with the schools are per- 
fectly harmonious. The influence for good 
upon the boys of our public schools from 
what the league has accomplished has been 
marked. Many of those who have been 
irregular in their attendance and inatten- 
tive and disobedient when they were in the 
Bchools, have become models—because they 
want to compete in the games. 

“It has been decided to extend our work 
50 as to benefit the girls as well as the 
boys. Steps are now being taken to or- 

anize a woman's auxiliary branch of the 

eague for this purpose, and we are re- 
ceiving every assurance of success. 

“The greatest difficulty the League has 
had «to contend against has been the ina- 
bility to obtain suitable grounds either for 
the matches or for places where the boys 
Can practice. A number of clubs have been 
most kind in permitting the use of their 
athletic fields. Several Colonels of the 
National Guard, notably Col. Bartlett of 
the Twenty-second and Col: Stokes of the 
Twenty-third, have placed the League un- 
der great obligations by permitting some of 
its games to be held in their armories. 

“The number of boys who are anxious to 
develop themselves physically is enormous. 
The city is deeply concerned in enabling 
them to do this, as it will tend to make 
them better citizens. We welcome with 
delight the expressions of the Mayor and 
of the other leading officers of the city 
administration in respect to providing play- 
frounds ior the children. But in addition 
to these playgrounds there should be added 
at least four athletic fields, One in upper 
Manhattan, one in Brooklyn, one in Rich- 
mond, and one in Queens, so situated as to 
be accessible at a cheap rate of fare from 
the ‘crowded centres of Manhattan. With 
these fields the league feels that wonders 
could be accomplished. 

“ One of the most important results which 
the league has attained is in inducing a 
Mumber of our citizens to undertake the 
helping of the public schools. Princeton has 
just completed an athletic building at a cost 
of half a million dollars. Yale, Harvard, 
and the other colleges are constantly in re- 
ceipt of large sums from their alumni and 
from those who, although not alumni, are 
desirous of promoting education. Yet the 
number of attendants at these colleges and 
the number of their alumni is but a handful 
when compared with those of our public 
schools. To-day these schools have a daily 
attendance of some 250,000 boys, which is 
more than the total population of many of 
our large cities.”’

His plan was 
or one of ten floors, with a large athletic 
field on the roof, and under it an indoor 
track for Winter use, the lower floors to 
contain baths, pymaene, and other equip- 
ment of an athletic building. He hoped that 
some of the wealthy men who found pleas- 
ure in endowing colleges and lbraries 
would use their financial power to endow 
such a building and make it a monument to 
their greatness. 

James E. Sullivan reported for the Games 
Committee. He said that the time had ar- 
rived when the authorities must recognize 
the wants of the childrén and provide for 
them, and that if the matter of athletic 
fields and grounds were ever made a po- 
litical issue it was sure to win. 

Somewhat along this same line were the 
remarks of Dr. Maxwell. He stated that it 
Was the children of the crowded section 
that needed training. In this. city they 
numbered 1,500 to the acre, while in_ the 
most crowded sections of London and Ber- 
lin there were only 500. He said that the 
Board of Education was anxious to pur- 
chase ground, but was at the mercy of the 
Board of Estimate and could not get the 
money. He suggested that in addition.to 
the property of Mr, Schwab on Staten Isl- 
and the league apply to the Board of Edu- 
cation for part of the 160 acres recently 
acquired in Queens, near Jamaica. In the 
meantime he advised the league to make 
use of the small parks and obtain the use 
of the roof gardens of some ten schools in 
Manhattan and three in Brooklyn, each of 
which, would accommodate 3,000 people. 

At the close of the meeting the report of 
S. R. Guggenheim indicated that the 
league was in a flourishing condition.

Did Not Testify in Bankruptcy Court 
Because of Illness. 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 20.—Mrs, Cassie L, 
Chadwick was brought into the bankruptcy 
court here to-day, but was excused from 
testifying because of illness. Whether she 
will again be summoned will depend on the 
counsel for Receiver Nathan Loeser, whose 
attorneys are expected to take up the 
matter. Should Mrs. Chadwick again be 
brought into court it is unlikely that she 
will give any testimony. If she does, it 
will be against the advice of her attorney, 
who refuses even to allow her to be sworn 
as a witness. ; 

Mrs. Chadwick was brought into the 
courtroom by several Deputy Marshals. 
She was pale, but appeared in somewhat 
better health than on the day of her arrival 
from New York last week. There were 
about a hundred persons present, including 
Mrs. Chadwick's nurse, Freda, and her son, 
Emil. When the court was ready to pro- 
ceed J. P. Dawley, attorney for Mrs. Chad- 
wick, said that he would not allow her 
to be sworn, but had decided to have her 
come to court so that it could not be said 
she was shamming illness, although he 
knew her to be in no condition to be sum- 
moned. : 

“I have not been able to carry on a con- 
nected conversation with this woman, owing 
to her condition,” said Mr. Dawley. ‘I am 
as much in the dark about her affairs as 
any one.’”’ Mrs, Chadwick became more 
nervous as the attorneys argued, and 
seemed on the verge of collapse. As soon 
as the court excused her she was taken 
back to jail in a carriage.

STORM ON PORTUGUESE COAST. 


Many Reports of Marine Disasters Fol- 
low the Gale. 


LISBON, Dec. 20.—A disastrous storm 
which suddenly burst on the northern coast 
of Portugal has caused great loss of life. 
From reports already received it is learned 
that eighteen fishermen were drowned at 
Figueira da Foz, and 600 others have been 
rendered destitute.

New York A. C. Beaten in Opening 
Match by 3 to 1. 


ROUGH TACTICS EMPLOYED 


Sheriff Erlanger Starts the Champion- 
ship Series in St. Nicholas Rink— 
Plenty of Exciting Play. 


Sheriff Erlanger opened the first game of 
the Amateur Hockey League championship 
series last night at the St. Nicholas Skating 
Rink, West Sixty-sixth Street, near Colum- 
bus Avenue. He made a brief speech from 
the balcony to a crowd that occupied every 
seat and made available standing room 
scarce, and then threw the puck down upon 
the ice. The teams that then battled with 
it ih one of the fiercest and liveliest con- 
tests ever seen in the rink were the Wan- 
derers and the New York Athletic Club. 
The Wanderers, the champion team of the 
league, won by 3 goals to 1, and their sup- 
porters cheeréd long and loudly at the close 
of the match. 

The Wanderers presented the same team 
that won the league honors a year ago. The 
New York Athletic Club had a strong team 
on the ice, and the indications of a close 
game were more than verified. During prac- 
tically the entire second half the crowd was 
cheering loudly for one side or the other, 
while strident individual voices urged fa- 
vorite members of the rival teams to do 
their best and score. There was plenty of 
excitement, animation, and spirited play to 
satisfy the experts of hockey as well as the 
more ordinary observers. 

The first half produced no score. For the 
first ten minutes the New York Athletic 
skaters forced the play, and Henderson, 
Stewart, and Fenwick gave several fine 
exhibitions of team work. The puck, how- 
ever, did not remain long in possession of 
one side, for it was carried back and forth 
rapidly, and only the cleverness of both 
goal keepers prevented two or three goals 
being made by each side. Howard made a 
splendid try at one time, but Williams, the 
New York Athletic Club goal keeper, was 
wide awake and knocked the rubber away 
in the nick of time. Fenwick and Henderson 
soon after carried the puck into the Wan- 
derers’ territory and made perfect shots 
to the net, but Heyward never made a mis- 
take, and the puck didn’t get beyond him. 
Clark, the big player for the champions, 
w#s also conspicuous by his long carries 
and brilliant individual plays. 

It was in the second half that all of the 
scoring was made, and which also produced 
the greatest excitement.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS, 


Rights of Importers as to Countervailing 
Duties Defined. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers yesterday handed down a decision 
sustaining protests by ©. G. Hempstead 
Sons of Philadelphia and defining clearly 
the rights of importers in the matter. of 
countervailing duties in cases where the 
duty of the exporting country has been 
changed during the time between exporta- 
tion and arrival in this country. 

In this case the merchandise was a cargo 
of benzine from Rotterdam, Holland, where 
it had been refined from petroleum orig- 
inating in the Dutch East Indies. The ben- 
zine was shipped on Feb. 1 of this year, 
and on March 16 the duty was changed to 


a_basis more favorable to the importer. 
When the goods arrived, on April 6, the 
Collector assessed the countervailing duty 
at the rate prevailing on Feb. 1.. The 
board decides that this action was er- 
roneous and that the importers were en- 
titled to have the goods assessed at the 
rate prevailing on their arrival in this 


| country. 


The board sustained yesterday a protest 
by the Quaker Shade RoHNer. Company and 
the Cleveland Sarnia Sawmills Company 
of Port Huron, Mich., against the classifi- 
cation as sawed lumber at $2 a thousand 
feet of pieces of undressed pine one inch 
square and from two to four feet long. 
Judge Waite decides that they are dutiable 
at 10 per cent. as pickets. 

A protest by the American and Foreign 
Trading Company of New York against 
the classification as a manufacture of car- 
bon at 35 per cent. of stove polish consist- 
ing chiefly of graphite was sustained. The 
importers declared it to be dutiable as a 
non-enumerated manufactured article at 20 
per cent.

TO PLATT’S CONFERENCE 


Senatorship Confab To-day Marks 
Final Break with Odell. 


GOVERNOR IS NOT INVITED 


Fight for Depew to be to the Finish— 
“Il Have Been Bunkoed Long 
Enough,” Says Platt. 


Senator Platt’s conference on the Sena- 
torship situation will be held at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel to-day, and it was the opinion 
of Republican politicians last night that it 
would be the beginning of one of the most 
serious divisions the Republican Party in 
New York State has known for many years. 
Senator Platt in an interview yesterday in- 
dicated that he had broken with the Gov- 
ernor-Chairman, politically, for good, and 
announced his intention of appealing from 
the decision of Odell on the Senatorship to 
the rank and file of the party. 

Some of Senator Depew’s friends were in- 
clined to criticise his tactics and advanced 
the opinion that his attitude was destroying 
whatever chance Senator Depew had of re- 
election. The great majority of Mr. De- 
pew’s supporters, however, seem to be of 
the opinion that Senator Platt in the hand- 
ling of the existing situation is showing 
some of his old-time astuteness. They 
agree with him that Governor-Chairman 
Odell is now practically committed to ex- 
Gov. Black, and they contend that there is 
only one way in which the Governor-Chair- 
man may possibly be turned from his re- 
ported intention to have Black elected, and 
that is by making it evident that the elec- 
tion of Mr. Black would be in opposition to 
public sentiment. 

The Governor-Chairman has repeatedly 
asserted that he was merely endeavoring to 
ascertain public sentiment, and would then 
act accordingly. Senator Platt’s announced 
plan of campaign is to help him in that 
endeavor. Senator Platt, Cornelius N. Bliss, 
and William Barnes, Jr., it was said last 
night, will at to-day’s conference declare in 
favor of taking Gov. Odell at his word 
when he stated that he would be governed 
by public sentiment. They will take the 
position that Senator Depew, practically 
speaking, was a candidate at the recent 
election, and that, inasmuch as there was 
n6 other candidate it would be a breach of 
faith to the people to spring a new candi- 
date at the eleventh hour. 

It was said last night that probably a 
proclamation would be issued to the peo- 
ple of the State, calling upon them to ex- 
press their preference for Senator in mass 
meetings in order that there might be no 
mistake about public sentiment. Friends 
of Senator Derew assert that if the election 
of a Senator were left to a popular vote 
there would be no question about the result 
being in his favor. Ex-Sheriff William W. 
Worden of Saratoga, one of the advance 
guard of the conference to be held to-day, 
said last night that if the people could vote 
on the Senatorship, Depew’s majority would

“At our conference,’’ said the Senator, 
“we will find out the real thing in the way 
of public sentiment on the Senatorship 
question.

Protest against the granting of a perpetual

German Youth, Soon to Inherit Estate, 
Kills Himself. 


Because, it is thought, he did not receive 
money to buy Christmas presents from the 
executors of his father’s estate in Ger- 
‘many, to which he would have fallen heir 
within a few months, Leo Bubel, who is 
said to have been a cadet in Germany, 
twenty-three years old, shot himself in the 
right temple last night at-hisShome, 330 
East Seventy-second Street. He was taken 
to the Presbyterian Hospital, where he 
died soon afterward. 

Bubel came to this country about seven 
years ago, and went to live with Christian 
Buredorff at the East Seventy-second 
Street house. He worked as a bartender 
for. several years, but not steadily, as he 
had an income. A few years ago his father 
and mother died in: Germany and left him 
an estate valued at about $10,000. The 
estate was to go to him when he reached 
the age of twenty-four. For the last few 
months Bubel had not worked, and the 
majority of his time, it was said, was spent 
in music halls and resorts. 

A short time ago Bubel wrote to the ex- 
ecutors of the estate and asked them for 
an advance of money. He failed to receive 
an answer until the last of last week. Im- 
mediately on the receipt of the letter he 
became despondent and left the house sel- 
dom. 


ASK WOMAN’S APPOINTMENT. 


Garment Workers Oppose McMackin as 
Labor Commissioner. 


The International Women’s Garment 
Makers’ Union, with headquarters in this 
city, is urging the appointment of a wo- 
man in place of Labor Commissioner Mc- 
Mackin when his term expires. Their can- 
didate is Mrs. Florence Kelly, who was 
appointed Factory Inspector in Illinois dur- 
ing the late Gov. Altgeld’s term of office, 
and who is now living in New York. Be- 
fore she went to Illinois Mrs, Kelly was 
prominent in labur matters as a speaker. 

John A. Dyche, General Secretary of the 
International Women’s Garment Makers’ 
Union, said yesterday that his organization 
would use every effort to create sentiment 
in favor of Mrs. Kelly’s appointment. He 
said that he had sent a letter to Governor- 


elect Higgins asking him not to reappoint 
Mr. McMackin. He pointed out in his letter 
that he had made complaints to Mr. Mc- 
Mackin of violations of the child labor law 
in this city, but no attention whatever had 
been paid to them. 


LIGHTING CONCERN ELECTS. 


North Jersey Company Seeks New Field, 
Counsel Says. 


The stockholders of the recently incor- 
porated North Jersey Electric Light, Heat 
and Power Company, which rumor said was 
to be a competitor of the Public Service 
Corporation, elected Directors and officers 
at the office of John J. Treacey, in Jersey 
City, yesterday. Thomas J. Maloney was 
elected President, Michael T. Connolly, 
Vice President, and County Superintendent 
Christopher P. Smith Secretary und Treas- 
urer. Other Directors are William J. 
Dynan and Charles Wagner. Mr. Maloney 
is President of the Continental Tobacco 
Company. Mr. Connolly and Mr. Wagner 
are contractors in Jersey City, and Mr. 
Dynan is a Tax Assessor in Hoboken and 
the publisher of The Hoboken Observer. 

John J. Treacey, counsel to the company, 


said that it had not been formed to an- 
tagonize any other corporation, and was 
independent of all other electric light com- 
panies. He said that it expected to begin 
operations in the Spring in territory in 
which electric lighting was practically un- 
developed. 


SAN JUAN’S MAYOR HERE ILL. 


Specialists in Mental Disorders to be 
Consulted as to His Case. 


Manuel Egozcue, Mayor of San Juan, 
Porto Rico, who arrived in New York Mon- 
day night on the steamship Philadelphia, 
is here for medical treatment. After his 
re-election a month ago, foilowing his re- 
moval for alleged malfeasance ‘n olfice, the 
Mayor broke down, and experts on mental 
disorders in this city nave been consulted 
as to his condition. 

After Mayor Egozcue was removed a year 
ago on charges of destroying the city’s 
water receipts, to cover up alleged exten- 
sive peculations and embezzlements, he 
was acquitted by a jury after a three days’ 
trial. Following the acquittal there was a 
big demonstration in tne city by his 
friends.

His mind, 
however, had been affected by the strain 
under which he had been for more than a 
year and he collapsed just ws Le was about 
to resume his duties as Mayor of the city. 





BROKERS’ TIFF IN COURT. 


Clarke Apologizes for Allegéd Assault on 
Blair—Goes Free. 


Walter Blair of the brokerage firm of 
Blair Brothers at 20 Broad Street appeared 
yesterday as ccmplainant in the Tombs 
Court against Alfred R, Clarke, a broker, 
also at 20 Broad Street, on a charge of as- 
sault.

PAUL, Minn., Dec. 20.—The State 
Board of Pardons to-day granted a pardon 
to Col. Frederick Ames, brother of ex- 
Mayor A. A. Ames of Minneapolis. Col. 
Ames was Chief of Police and was con- 
victed of grafting during his brother's ad- 
ministration. 

Col. Ames’s pardon is due to the untiring 
efforts of his wife, who during the past 


three months has been unceasingly active 
in collecting evidence tending to show that 
her husband was the victim of designing of- 
ficials under him. 


Saloon Keeper Shoots a Burglar. 

CAMDEN, N. J., Dec. 20.—Ernst Baker, a 
negro, was shot in the eye and probably 
fatally wounded by John Carroll, whose 
saloon Baker and two other negroes at- 
tempted to rob early to-day.
